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Lets Take the Lead 


S ometimes it seems that 
no matter what the ANA 
Board does, it’s wrong. It can 
get a bit discouraging. I’ve given the 
criticism we’ve received a lot of 
thought, and my conclusion is that 
the Board has lacked committed 
direction. We vote on most issues 
after much consideration and dis- 
cussion, but we have made some 
decisions without adequate fore- 
thought. Then, people start to howl 
and complain. Members threaten 
to resign. 

Hey, let’s step back and take a 
good look at our ANA. We’re big— 
almost 32,000 members. Our gov- 
erning board consists of nine very dif- 
ferent people, each trying to do what 
he or she thinks is best for the ANA. 
We sure have some interesting and 
animated board meetings at times. 
Decisions seem quite logical and fair 
when the votes are taken. Then, one 
or several people may objea strongly. 
Too often the Board has reversed its 
decision and caved in to a minority 
of objectors. Sometimes this rever- 
sal has been the right move, other 
times it has not. 

I’m hoping ANA members can be 
more tolerant of Association aaivities 
they don’t like. For example, some- 
one complained about ANA-backed 
insurance programs and wanted them 
discontinued. Why should we stop 
them because one member doesn’t 
like them? Why should any one 
member try to dictate to you or me 
whether we have insurance programs 
or not? Roughly 20 percent of our 
members participate in these insur- 


ance programs. The member who 
disagreed can choose not to par- 
ticipate, but you and I should be able

to participate if we wish. 

Another complaint recendy lodged 
by a number of members centers 
around a certain Board member 
elected this past July. A damning ar- 
ticle published in Coin World cast him 
in a very unfavorable light and in the 
process did not help the ANA a lot, 
either. In came the complaints want- 
ing action in the form of suspension, 
expulsion or resignation. But these 
people are forgetting that one is in- 
nocent until proven guilty, and that 
this governor was legally and duly 
elected by you, the ANA members. 
As of this writing, the allegations in 
the article have not been substan- 
tiated, and indictment or conviction 
is not likely. As a matter of faa, there 
is considerable doubt about the 
veracity of the allegations in the 
quoted deposition. The Board mem- 
ber in question is doing a good job. 

I personally think the ANA Board 


should stop worrying about making 
bad decisions just because a few peo- 
ple objea. We should deliberate care- 
fully, make a decision and stick to it. 
Only occasionally should we reverse 
ourselves. For example, I think we 
should encapsulate modern proof 
coins, certain foreign and ancient 
coins, and U.S. and foreign paper 
money. I can hear the screams of 
anguish now. You don’t like that, 
right? Well, there is an equal number 
of members, if not more, who do. 
So, why deny them the opportu- 
nity? Let those interested use the 
service, and those who aren’t ignore 
it. If there aren’t enough people to 
support a concept, it will die because 
it won’t be cost effective. 

The ANA Board of Governors 
should lead the way, not follow. 
Surely, if we don’t do these things, 
others will. Our Board has been 
following long enough. Let’s take the 
lead. Let’s try new ideas of all kinds. 
If you, as individual members, don’t 
like them, simply do not support 
them. The ideas will either float or 
sink of their own accord. If you have 
some good ideas, let me know about 
them. “Faint heart never won fair 
maid’’ is an old expression. Let us be 
strong of heart and make a stronger, 
more vibrant ANA. •

RCM Action Perceived as 
Threat to Hobby 

An open letter to Murray Church, 
director of Communications and 
Research, Royal Canadian Mint, Ot- 
tawa, Ontario, Canada: 

Recently, a situation of urgency 
has been brought to my attention 
by way of numismatic publications 
and letters from collectors in Canada 
and from around the world. This

J & M Numismatics in Vancouver, 
British Columbia. 

I, as well as many of my fellow col- 
leaors, feel that the Mint, through the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, is in 
effect damaging the integrity of the 
Mint and its interest in supporting the 
numismatic hobby, whether that in- 
terest is the collecting of error coinage 
or not. What would be the conse- 
quences on the collector of United 
States coinage if the U.S. Mint sud- 
denly decided that the 1 804 dollar was 
counterfeit, or the 1955 doubled die 
and perhaps the 1913 nickel? Not only 
would the collector be affected, but 
also the trust in fair trade between 
the Mint and its customers, who buy 
Mint products through mail-order or 
at Mint facilities.

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of error occurs in the production of 
its coinage should not suddenly make 
it a determining factor for the recall 
of the Mint’s past mistakes.

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ANACS Encapsulates

On November 13, 1989, the ANA 
Cenification Service (ANACS) ini- 
tiated a new service for the collecting 
community — encapsulation of mod- 
ern proof coins. Leonard Albrecht, 
ANACS direaor, explains, “When we 
began encapsulating coins last Feb- 
ruary, we did not have grading sets and 
holders for all of the modern proof 
coins.

According to Albrecht, before the 
ANA introduced its ANACS Cache, 
encapsulated modern proof coins were 
subject to some abuses in the mar- 
ket.

modern proofs. 

Many collectors and dealers prefer 
to encapsulate their modern proof 
coins because of the protection it af- 
fords. Says Albrecht, “Our philoso- 
phy has always been that we will not 
service any issue until we can do it 
properly and efficiently. By provid- 
ing ANACS services to [collectors of] 
modern proof coins, we are maintain- 
ing that philosophy and the ANA’s in- 
tegrity, while meeting the growing 
needs of our members.”

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The Thirty Pieces of Silver 



\ 



Of all the Biblical references to coins, the "thirty pieces of silver" paid to Judas Iscariot for his betrayal 
of Christ is perhaps the best known. Throughout numismatics, one of the coins most in demand by collectors 
who cherish their New Testament is an example of the famous "thirty pieces of silver' , also known as a 

"Shekel of Tyre." n ♦ 

It is true that each fresh re-reading of this painful episode is enough to make even the most avid collector 
feel, for the moment, some of the same disgust for money and its evil power which Judas himself felt later 
when, in his revulsion at what he had done, "He cast down the pieces of silver... and went and hanged himself. 
(Matthew 27:5). Throughout history there has been a persistant desire to hold one of these historic treasures 
in one's hand, recalling the greatest betrayal in all history. 

The obverse of these silver shekels are idolatrously adorned with the laureated head of Melkarth, a Phoenecian 
god, while the reverse exhibits a proud eagle sitting on a ship's prow. A palm branch appears in the backround 
behind the eagle with the legend In Greek around reading, "Tyre Sacred and Inviolable Sanctuary. These 
are dated with Phoenecian dates and were struck in the First Century B.C. As an added historic note, the 
silver shekel of Tyre, because of its high grade of silver, was the only coin that the Jews were allowed to 

use for paying temple tax. • ^ \ 

It is interesting to note that the thirty silver shekels' monetary value was (to the best of our knowledge) 
only a little over $30 in today's American money! For treachery so profound and so far-reaching it was a 
price minute beyond belief. 

The silver Shekel of Tyre Is represented by the following Biblical references: 

• It is the only coin accepted as payment for the annual Jewish temple tax, according 
to the Talmud (tractate Skekallm 1:7). 

• It was therefore the coin found in the mouth of a fish, since this coin was to pay 
the temple tax for Jesus and St. Peter (Matthew 17:24-27). 

• Most notorious of all, it was surely the coin used to pay Judas Iscariot his 30 pieces 
of silver for betraying Jesus (Matthew 26:27-9).

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members, Ole P. Eklund, an expert on 
copper coinage of the world. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. D. Dee DeNise in a me- 
morial tribute to Eklund published in 
the May 1950 issue of The Numisma- 
tist, Eklund was born in Armatofta, 
Skane, Sweden, in November of 1873. 
He chose to “seek his fortune’’ in 
America and at the age of 1 6 arrived 
at his brother’s home in Nebraska with 
19 cents in his pocket. In 1902 the 
wanderlust took him southwest to 
Fresno, California, where he first be- 
came interested in collecting coins. He 
moved to Spokane in 1908. 

All four walls of the front two 
rooms of his home in Spokane were 
lined with bookshelves filled with his 
marvelous collection of numismatic 
works. Eklund had little formal educa- 
tion, but taught himself to read Ger- 
man, French, Italian and the Scandina- 


vian languages through his research 
work on his coins. His work in the 
lumber mills in Spokane never netted 
him large amounts of money, but he 
invested his little in his worthwhile col- 
lection of coins and books. Eklund’ s 
home had no electricity— by coal-oil 
lamp he made thousands upon thou- 
sands of little coin envelopes. 

In spite of the economies he prac- 
ticed, he was the most generous of 
friends. He never sold a coin for more 
than it cost him, although he knew its 
value to be greater than he asked. He 
felt he should pay a premium for the 
chance to hold the coin first. 

Eklund was inducted in the ANA 
Hall of Fame in 1972. Other than the 
information contained in the tribute by 
DeNise, very little is known about 
him. Those with additional knowl- 
edge of Eklund are encouraged to con- 


tact the Association. The Numismatist 
thanks ANA member Mayer Hyman 
for su^esting this timely remembrance.

To promote and legitimize his creation, the Nation of 
Celestial Space, James Thomas Mangan issued coins, 
stamps and paper money based on an unusual concept 
of value. 


T he Post-World War II era was a time of innocence, 
a time when giant steps for mankind became quantum 
leaps. The age of romance and honor was transformed into 
the age of technology. The “war to end all wars had 
ended, and mankind looked toward the future with a belief 
that victory would lead to a good and just world. It now was time for 
mankind to reach its full potential. 

James Thomas Mangan bridged the gap between these two eras by using 
one to promote the other. He used man’s new-found fascination with the 
final frontier to keep old-style principles and ethics alive. In this sense, 
Mangan can be seen as a purveyor of social conscience who represents his 
time perhaps better than any of his peers. However, one is never quite sure 
whether or not to take him seriously. Although Mangan appears in few 
history textbooks, his life is the story of a real American hero who should 
not be forgotten. 

Nobody is quite certain just when James Thomas Mangan entered this 
world, but by all accounts it was about 1897. After graduating from 
Loyola University in 1917, he became an industrial designer and public 
relations man in Chicago. In the following years he wrote more than a 
dozen books, including The Secrets of Selling Yourself to People^ of which 
more than a half million copies were sold. 

A veteran of World War I and a true patriot, Mangan used all of his 
promotional and motivational skills to help the home-front war effort dur- 
ing World War 11. He was a consultant on industrial safety to the U.S. 
Department of Labor as well as chairman of special events for the U.S. 
Treasury, State of Illinois. Utilizing his many skills, Mangan convinced the 
Chicago Building Trades Council to donate the money needed to build an 
airplane display in Chicago’s Union Station. This exhibition later was 
called “the largest home front war display in history,’’ and Mangan re- 
ceived citations for his efforts from the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
six government agencies. However, all Mangan’ s previous efforts pale in

At precisely 12 a.m. on December 20, 1948, Mangan created the Na- 
tion of Celestial Space by declaration in Chicago, Illinois. Its charter was 
recorded in Cook County on January 1 9 of the following year. A procla- 
mation that Mangan produced in July 1958 better defines exactly what 
“Celestia” was all about, stating that “all Celestial Space is the sovereign 
territory of the NATION OF CELESTIAL SPACE” and that the

nation’s 1949 charter “does specifi- 
cally forbid all unlicensed artificial 
activities in the sky.” The proclama- 
tion also declares the Moon, Venus 
and Mars, along with its two moons, 
“Proclaimed Protectorates” of the 
Nation of Celestial Space. It is inter- 
esting to note that in the early years 
of the space program, these were the 
only celestial bodies generally con- 
sidered to be “reachable.” 

Mangan’s real basis for this bizarre 
exercise was to establish international 
peace and harmony among nations 
during the Cold War. Throughout the 
massive press coverage that Mangan 
and his new theoretical nation at- 
traaed during its first few years, the 
citizens of Celestia rose in number 
from 1 8 in 1 948 to more than 24,000 
in the late 1950s. Many of these sub- 
jects were drawn by Mangan’s pro- 
posals to sell Earth-sized chunks of 
outer space for just $1 each. 

Mangan did a great deal of public 
speaking in defense of his beloved 
Celestia during the 1950s. During 
this time he gained three patents on 
behalf of Celestia from the United 
States Patent Office — his promo-

tional “Infinity Space Eyeglasses,” the Grand Seal of Celestia and, most 
important, the name “Celestia.” 

The United States Patent Office registered the Grand Seal of Celestia 
on February 19, 1957, funher developing Mangan’s claims and adding to 
the richness of his celestial activities. The Grand Seal was used to nota- 
rize all official documents, treaties, reports, agreements and contracts be- 
tween Celestia and other nations and individuals. If every legitimate 
political entity known to man has such a bureaucracy, then this is 

where Celestia’ s legitimacy lies. 

The design of the Grand Seal focuses 
on a central symbol— a large hand point- 
ing skyward, surrounded by 40 lightning 
bolts— proclaiming the importance of the 
sky’s energy and the expectation that it 
will someday replace the energy generated 
on Earth. The phrases NATION OF CE- 
LESTIAL SPACE, A.D. 1948 and CELES- 
TIA appear around the edge of the seal 
and are separated by two five-pointed 
stars. On September 10, 1957, the United 
States Patent Office registered the name 
“Celestia,” making it the legal name of 
the sky. 

Mangan also created a “passport” to the 
Moon, authorized a Kentucky distillery to 
make whiskey in outer space, and ac- 
cepted applications from a Minneapolis 
radio station to be the first broadcaster in 
the universe and from a Portuguese West 
African undertaker to send corpses into 
space beyond the Earth’s atmosphere. 

To help promote and legitimize his Na- 
tion of Celestial Space, Mangan issued 
stamps, coins and paper money. Celestia’ s 
flag was raised for the first time on June 5, 
1958 (the ceremony was televised), and 
the next day flew alongside the flags of the 
United Nations’ member countries in 
front of the U.N. building in New York

City. Mangan was not just a wealthy eccentric; he received letters from 
John F. Kennedy and John Glenn, among others. He gained respect as a 
promotional genius and as a man who sincerely cared about world peace 
and America’s future. 

In a 32-page “diplomatic white paper from outer space’’ dated April 13, 
1956, Mangan outlined the first four articles of the unfinished constitution 
of Celestia, which reflect the war-torn world that looked to the future with 
optimism and a belief in peace among nations: 


Article One: 
Article Two: 

Article Three: 

Article Four: 


There shall never be any taxes on property in Celestia 
No amendment can ever be made [to] this constitution chang- 
ing Article One 

No military conscription and no conscription of any kind, shall 
ever be legalized in Celestia 

No amendment can ever be made to this constitution changing 
Article Three 


Mangan also left a profound statement regarding the commercialization 
of space. Perhaps his best gift to the world was his ability to address the 
serious problems facing humanity with a sense of humor that made them 
seem almost manageable. When James Thomas Mangan died at the age 
of 73 on July 14, 1970, along with him died a philosophy of life, one that 
many would do well to study. 

To those with an interest in weird and wonderfully unique thinp, 
Mangan left behind a veritable treasure chest of collectibles. From coins 
and stamps to currency and one-of-a-kind mementos of a lost age, Celestia 
lives on. These collectibles are very rare indeed and possess a rich history 
that adds to their value. 

Mangan issued three different kinds of coins for Celestia — the gold 
celestofiy the silver joule and the brass erg. Each was produced during a 
period when the striking and possession of gold coins in the United States 
was illegal under President Franklin Roosevelt’s 193 3 “Gold Surrender 
Order.’’ The coinage of Celestia was never intended for barter or ex- 
change, but was issued for distribution among the friends of the nation. 
Making a political statement that many then and now would agree with, 
Mangan said that “Celestia is a moral nation seeking to establish peace in 
the universe. It would be nice if all the nations of the world followed our 
example and went back on the gold standard again.” 

In 1959 Celestia issued the celeston. The diameter of the gold 1 celeston 
is about the same as a U.S. $1 gold piece (14mm), while the weight of

An Exhibitor’s 
Approach to 
Paper Money 

The challenge of assembling complete sets of United 
States paper money can be task enough for some 
collectors. However, exhibiting at shows presents its 
own challenges and rewards, as one veteran exhibitor 
and judge explains. 


T hose of us who collect do so instinctively. Bottle caps, 
comic books, baseball cards, matchbook covers, coins, etc., 
are pursued by people of all types. The chase is part of the 
fun and satisfaction. But once you have found all the bank 
notes of a particular series, and you think you have learned 
everything there is to know about them — the designers, engravers and cir- 
cumstances associated with your notes — often the thrill is gone. Yet, there 
is still another plateau; exhibiting. 

You will discover in preparing an exhibit that there is always something 
else that will take you back to the library. And when the exhibit is on 
display you will experience a great deal of satisfaction. You might also be 
the catalyst that arouses the collecting instinct in someone who views your 
exhibit. Money interests most people, and an attractive, thematic paper 
money exhibit will usually cause people to stop and look. 

From my experience, here are a few things to consider if you plan to 
exhibit at numismatic shows: 

1. Begin with the bank notes you already have. You might have a great 
idea for an exhibit, but the note(s) you lack could be extremely expensive 
to purchase. 

2. Choose a theme that truly interests you. 

3. Be on the lookout for supporting material, such as photographs, post 
cards and engravings that relate to the subject of your exhibit. 

4. Assemble a variety of display materials, such as frames, sheets of col-

ored construction paper, and fabric remnants. You can also purchase paper 
at an art supply store. 

Study the bank notes in your collection and see if you can create a 
theme; type sets are the most obvious. Many of the classic, large-size notes 
are too expensive for the average collector to purchase. So, it might be 
necessary to limit your theme to include fewer notes. This should not 
make your exhibit any less interesting, provided you have used some imag- 



ination. For example, if you have one or two small-size $2 notes, an ex- 
hibit titled A Type Set of U.S. Small-Size $2 Notes” could be completed 
inexpensively. A photograph of the Gilbert Stuart portrait of Thomas Jef- 
ferson and one of Jefferson’s home in Monticello will enhance your 
display. You should be able to find both on old post cards or in magazines. 
This will enable you to discuss both sides of the notes. (By the way, when 
referring to the two sides of a note always use “face” and “back”; ‘‘ob- 
verse and ‘‘reverse” are for coins and medals only.) The most common 
of each of the four types of small-size $2 notes in uncirculated condition 
can be purchased for a total of about $35; the 1976 Federal Reserve note 
is available at your bank. 

With examples of all seven current U.S. denominations ($1, $2, $5, 
$ 10, $20, $50 and $ 100), which you can pick up at your bank, you could 
assemble an exhibit that relates to architeaure on smdl-size notes. Informa-

tion about the designer of each edifice and the engraver of the notes could 
contribute to an interesting exhibit on this theme. Again, photographs or 
post cards of each building or monument would enhance the exhibit. 

Only four notes are needed to complete an exhibit of Abraham Lincoln 
on Large-Size $5 Notes.” The portrait of George Washington appears on 
many U.S. bank notes, but it takes only eight examples of fractional cur- 
rency to complete a set of his portraits on these specimens. 

Transportation is represented on only a few notes. One back design 
of a $20 Federal Reserve note shows four modes: train, automobile, ship 
and plane. This design and the back of a current $ 10 bill are the only ex- 
amples that show an automobile. Only two notes include battleships in 
their designs. 

You get the idea. Try to tailor an exhibit to what you already have or 
can afford to purchase. As you look through your collection and currency 
books, more ideas will come to you. If a super rarity, or a note that has 
been totally redeemed, is the one specimen needed to complete an exhibit, 
use a souvenir card in its place, if one exists for the needed note. 

It isn’t always possible to include everything about your exhibit in the 
title, so add a subtitle, if necessary. Some judges can be extremely picky 
when it comes to titles. As an exhibit judge I always give the exhibitor the 
benefit of the doubt. A title of ‘‘U.S. Silver Certificates implies that every 
silver certificate is included, so be precise. If you can think of any notes 
that could be added to your exhibit without affecting its title, then your 
title is too broad and must be changed. 
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If you wish to call attention to particular items, place 
the contrasting background on a platform that raises the 
note two or three inches. 


A possible theme for an ex- 
hibit of U.S. paper money is 
**Abraham Lincoln on Large- 
Size $5 Notes.*’ The Federal 
Reserve note pictured is one 
of only four notes needed to 
complete the exhibit. 


Be brief in your accompanying narratives. Don’t take two paragraphs to 
say what could be said in a few sentences. When information about the 
original artist, the designer and engraver is known, it should be included. 

An exhibit of rarities without proper information is almost worthless. As 
part of your exhibit, show a list of sources that you consulted. 

An eye-appealing, single-color background will not detract from your 
exhibit. A uniform, contrasting background will help showcase each note. 

If you wish to call attention to particular items, place the contrasting 
background on a platform that raises the note two or three inches. You 
might want to frame your notes. 

Bank notes often curl when left in exhibit cases that are near windows 
where direct sunlight creates intense heat inside the cases. If your notes are 
not enclosed, pieces of lucite, cut to size, will keep them flat. 

These are just a few suggestions you might consider if you plan to ex- 
hibit U.S. paper money. Before you do anything, study other exhibits and 
ask questions of the exhibitor. Learn from the experience of others. •

1 1 in Armenia: Cradle of Civilization, ‘‘a leaven for the 

1 1 conformist mass of the human race.” One need look 

_ * no further than the recent unrest in Soviet Armenia 

and Karabagh for a vivid confirmation of this statement. 

It may be readily appreciated that Lang’s perceptive observation applies 
equally to Armenia’s history and her numismatics. Today, Armenians are 
joining the peoples of the Soviet Union in a movement to reform out- 
moded economic, social and political policies, while 1,700 years ago they 
led the world as one of the first states to adopt Christianity as its official 
religion. Thousands of years ago, the mountaineers of the Armenian 
plateau pioneered the working of metal, without which coinage as we 
know it could not have evolved. Armenian coins — especially those of the 
pre-Christian kings Tigranes and Artavasdes and medieval kings Levon and 
Hetoum — and paper money of the modern era reflect a unique artistic 
talent and numismatic heritage. 

For collectors attracted to the lesser-known corners of numismatics, 
Armenia offers exciting possibilities. A collection of Armenian coins, paper 
money, medallions and numismatic books can serve as a companion and 
key to Armenian history, enabling one to better appreciate current events 
through a historical perspective. Armenia is also a fertile field for numis- 
matic research and scholarship. 

No brief survey, such as this one, can do justice to Armenia s rich 
numismatic heritage, any more than a history of better than 2,500 years 
can be summarized adequately in a few pages. The most we can hope for 
is that the reader will be stimulated to pursue the topic in depth in special- 
ized monographs. 

The highlands of eastern Asia Minor and the southern Caucasus have

been the homeland of the Armenians since well before the Christian era. 
The people, who speak an Indo-European language, are hard-working, 
tenacious and freedom-loving. The land itself is scenic, fertile and produc- 
tive, rich in metals and natural resources, and coveted for its strategic posi- 
tion near the center of the ancient world. 

Geography insured that Armenia would become an important factor in 
international trade. Ancient highways, over which the minerals and 
livestock of the uplands were transported and exchanged for the agri- 
cultural produce of the valleys, crossed the country. Goods from east and 
west changed hands in Armenian cities, and Armenians established trading 
colonies in many corners of the world. 

In the pre-Christian era, Armenia was transformed from a small king- 
dom into a mighty, if short-lived, empire through the genius of Tigranes 
the Great. In the early 4th century A.D., Armenia became one of the first 
nations to accept enlightenment by the faith of Christ, and ever since has 
defended that faith against foreign onslaughts at the cost of countless lives. 
Shortly after the conversion, Armenia developed a unique alphabet and a 
written literature. During the Middle Ages, religious architecture, sculp- 
ture and manuscript illumination were highly sophisticated and accom- 
plished art forms in Armenia. 

It is a wonder that Armenia did not drown in the numerous foreign in- 
vasions that swept over her territory. In their day, Assyrians, Persians, 
Romans, Parthians, Arabs, Byzantines and Russians all coveted Armenia’s 
wealth, and each tried to subdue her. Without doubt, however, it was the 
Turks who wreaked the greatest havoc. One thousand years ago, when 
they first invaded western Asia, the Seljuk Turks reduced the resplendent 
cities of medieval Armenia to ruins, crushing a blossoming civilization. 
Persecution of the Armenians by the Turks again intensified in the late 
19th and early 20th centuries, culminating in brutal massacres of civilians 
in 1894-96, 1909 and 1915-23. 

The 1915 tragedy holds a solemn place in the memory of mankind, for 
it was the first example of genocide — the premeditated mass murder of an 
ethnic group to satisfy the political aims of a state — in modern times. More 
than 1 Vi million Armenians were decimated in their own homeland by 
order of the Turkish authorities, and, ever since, genocide sadly has be- 
come a more and more commonly used instrument of political policy. 

Three years after their Calvary in 191 5, the Armenians arose to declare 
their first independent government in nearly six centuries. The Republic 
of Armenia (1918-20) was succeeded by the Armenian Soviet Socialist

Republic, today the home of 3 Vi million Armenians living on only about 
one-tenth of their historical territory. Recent events have shown that both 
national culture and consciousness are very much alive in Armenia today. 

The scope of Armenian numismatics includes not only the coinage of 
native Armenian kings, but also the coinage of foreign rulers that was 
struck on Armenian territory. With this in mind, there are 10 principal 
categories to consider, each of which offers something appealing to the 
coin enthusiast: 

1. Prehistoric barter and metallurgy (before 700 B.C.) 

2. Satrapal period (4th century B.C.) 

3. Sophene and Commagene Armenia (3rd-lst century B.C.) 

4. Artaxiad Dynasty (190 B.C.-A.D. 6) 

5. Armeno-Roman period (1st century B.C. -2nd century A.D.) 

6. Armeno-Arab period (7th-10th century A.D.) 

7. Armeno-Byzantine and medieval Armenia (6th-llth century A.D.) 

8. Cilician Armenia: Barony and Kingdom (1080-1375) 

9. Modern paper tokens and bank notes (19th-20th century) 

10. Armenian medallic art

cant excavations have been carried out in Turkish-occupied Armenia. We 
know that Armenia pioneered the refining of ores for copper, silver and 
other metals, and played a leading role in the transition from copper- 
arsenic to copper-tin alloys for bronze. Purified metals, as well as technical 
methods, were exported to Mesopotamia, Iran and even Egypt during 
prehistoric times. Well before the invention of coinage, ring-shaped metal 
ingots, divided into weight units based on the 8.4-gram Assyro-Babylonian 
shekel, were used as money in northern Armenia. 

Coinage as we know it was invented in western Asia Minor in the 7th 
to 6th century B.C., only a few hundred miles to the west of Armenia. 
In the 4th century B.C., the Armenian satraps Tiribazus and Orontas 
struck coins bearing their portraits and names. A systematic modern in- 
vestigation of this era could yield exciting results. 

Recently, enough numismatic material has surfaced from the Armenian 
kingdoms of Sophene and Commagene to enable numismatist Dr. Paul Z. 
Bedoukian to propose a preliminary classification of the very rare bronze 
coinage of these rulers. Both provinces were part of southwestern 
Armenia, situated near the Royal Highway, and therefore closely involved 
in ancient commerce with the Hellenic and Persian worlds. The coins of 
these kings show their portraits and titles; in each instance, the king is seen 
wearing characteristic conical headgear. continued on page 298

II J accepted if so tendered. The revision of the nation’s 
coinage laws in 1982 made this clear in House Report 
No. 91’65\ in a discussion of the basic Legal Tender Statute (31 USC 
Sec. 5103). 

In may seem odd in 1990 to talk about the historical or constitutional 
importance of being able to offer a bus driver a $ 1 bill for services costing 
a dollar, or to offer payment to anyone with a coin or paper note of the 
purchaser's choosing. Most would think that those issues were resolved a 
century ago, when the constitutionality of the use of paper was unsuc- 
cessfully challenged before the United States Supreme Court. 

Yet, at least one court case originally decided in 1988 makes it clear that 
the issue is hardly settled. In fact, it is possible that the prior, prevailing 
interpretation of what legal tender is and what it means is erroneous. It 
is of epic constitutional proportion, of keen historic note, and of signifi- 
cance to the entire nation that the legal tender laws of the United States, 
in effect in their present form for at least the past century, have blithely 
been swept aside by a lower court decision that will have impact nation- 
wide if given credence. 

The determination made by the Supreme Court, New York County 
(the lowest court of general jurisdiction in New York), involved the claim 
of Nemser v. New York City Transit Authority ^ which held that 3 1 USC Sec. 
5103 does not mean what it says. The underlying basis for the claim begins 
with the mass transit system in New York City, where in 1988 the subway 
and bus fare was $ 1 . Earl Nemser, a New York lawyer, sought to pay for 
his bus ride one day with a Federal Reserve note— a legal-tender $1 bill. 
The bus driver declined to accept the bill or to offer Nemser change so

that he might place the fare in the canister used to accept funds. The 
reason: a Transit Authority rule states that only tokens or subsidiary 
coinage (preferably dimes or quarters) are acceptable in the fare box. (The 
$ 1 bill could have been stuffed into the box, but would not have been 
registered by the automatic counter.) 

If any citizen sought to enter a bus by depositing 100 cents or 20 nickels, 
the driver could properly refuse to accept the tender because of legal con- 
siderations that our forebearers carefully measured and contemplated. 
Those minor coins are legal tender only to the extent of 25 cents, just as 
subsidiary coinage is legal tender only to the extent of SIO. 

On the other side of the coin, the driver is required by law to accept 
ten dimes, four quarters, a Susan B. Anthony “mini-dollar,” an Eisen- 
hower large-size dollar, a silver dollar commemorating the 1988 Olympic 
Games, a silver dollar struck a century ago, a 1 -ounce silver Eagle bullion 
coin, a gold commemorative dollar struck at the turn of the century, or 
dozens of other coins. 

Each of these coins, though separately authorized, have one significant 
feature in common: they are legal tender for all debts, public and private, 
in the United States, as provided by 31 USC Sec. 5103. The statutory 
authority for the coins mentioned is found in 3 1 USC Sec. 51 12. In Sec. 
5103, the code provides that “United States coins and currency (including 
Federal Reserve notes and circulating notes of the Federal Reserve banks 
and national banks) are legal tender for all debts ...” 

The definitive House Report No. 97-651 (97th Cong., 2nd sess.) states 
that “the word ‘debts’ is substituted for ‘debts, public and private,’ to 
eliminate unnecessary words,’’ and goes on to add that “the words ‘public 
charges, taxes, duties and dues’ are omitted as included in ‘debts.’ ’’ The 
S 1 Federal Reserve note offered by Earl Nemser reads THIS NOTE IS 
LEGAL TENDER FOR ALL DEBTS, PUBLIC AND PRIVATE. This inscrip- 
tion is more than an anachronism, arcane statement or historical acci- 
dent— it is the basis by which all citizens are compelled to accept paper 
currency on pain of being remediless against someone who offers it in 
payment of a debt. 

The roots of legal tender reach to the core of a political entity’s being. 
Legal tender, of course, can involve both precious metals, paper and, as 
all numismatists probably are aware, a variety of materials of other com- 
position. The Internal Revenue Service notes that “currency in its usual 
and ordinary acceptation means gold, silver, other metals’’ or “paper used 
as a circulating medium of exchange.’’ In essence, then, the Legal Tender

Statutes contain an element of compulsion. 

Paper currency historically has not been readily accepted by the public. 
In ancient China, where paper money was invented perhaps 1,200 years 
ago, the only means of compelling the population to accept and use paper 
currency was pain of death. 

If the Chinese evidenced disdain for paper money, the American histori- 
cal experience was not substantially different. In his classic work. Studies 
on Money in Early America, Eric Newman makes clear that during the 
American Revolution, each of the several states had the authority to issue 
paper money and did so. Paper money was inflated, it was not backed by 
gold or silver and, in a short time, was “not worth a continental. 

Compulsory acceptance of paper money and coin in the United States 
came as a result of a disastrous experience dating back to the days before 
independence. If, in Colonial times, paper money was frequently valueless, 
coinage of the era— also struck by colonies and states prior to the adoption 
of the Constitution— was equally confusing. A variety of different metals, 
alloys, compositions, weights and values was employed by each of the 
states. The problem was sufficient that on April 20, 1787, the New York 
legislature enacted Chapter XCVIl of the session laws “to regulate the cir- 
culation of copper coin in the state,’’ the complete text of which is con- 
veniently found in Crosby’s Early Coins of America. 

The issue of valuing money was of keen interest to our nation’s found- 
ing fathers. Jefferson’s Notes on Coinage (1786) deals with it expansively; 
Hamilton’s Report on the Establishment of a Mint (1791) likewise discusses 
the importance of the metallic content of coins and the relative values of 
gold and silver. 

Article I, Sec. 8 of the Constitution had just abolished state coinage and 
currency, leaving it to Congress to create a unified national currency and 
to regulate its value. Volume I of the Statutes at Large of the United States 
shows how important the concept of money was, both to our founding 
fathers and to the nation as a whole. 

As the Constitution itself provided, gold and silver coinage was struck — 
of which subsidiary coinage was part of the unit of value (the dollar) — and 
minor coinage (the cent and half cent) was struck in copper. Paper cur- 
rency was worthless, a fact so obvious to the framers of the Constitution 
that none was authorized. 

Throughout the decades that followed. Congress made no effort to issue 
paper money; private banks, however, had the right to issue paper money 
and did so. At the same time, individuals had the right to deposit either

gold or silver at the Mint and, for a small premium, to receive gold or 
silver coin in its stead. What numismatists today refer to as “broken bank 
notes” are this period’s legacy. (The word “broken” is used because the 
banks “went bust,” taking their depositors’ money with them.) 

Throughout much of the first six decades of the 1 9th century, specie was 
in short supply. Prior to 1834, gold coin was virtually nonexistent, since 
gold was undervalued and its melting or export brought a quick, handsome 
profit. Small change all but disappeared after President Andrew Jackson 
destoyed the Second Bank of the United States. “Hard Times” tokens 
were substituted for specie. 

At the time of the U.S. Civil War, gold was the currency of preference 
and choice; silver was the money of farmers, a “cheap” money subject to 
easy inflation and reduced value. Minor coinage attempted to fill the gap. 
Paper currency was utilized, but not on a federal level. Banking institu- 
tions nationwide issued paper money pursuant to their own terms; some 
of it was redeemable in gold, some in silver, and some against bills of ex- 
change. The system was hardly uniform and, inevitably, quite confusing. 

The Civil War brought about a financial cleavage as well. Though gold 
had been pegged at $20.67 an ounce since 1834, it jumped dramatically 
in price during the war. By 1862 gold had risen to $23.42, making a $20 
gold piece worth $22.65 in bullion; by 1864 the price of gold had climbed 
to $41.96, raising the value of a $20 gold piece to $40.59. 

The government treasury was almost bare. U.S. Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Salmon Chase, later Chief Justice of the United States, devised a 
scheme to save the Union, which, at one point, had no more than three 
days’ funds left in the national treasury. His plan was to issue demand 
notes backed by the federal government. Legal-tender notes and a variety 
of other currencies were added later. 

In modern times it is hard to recall that not all money was equal, that 
a dollar in silver did not buy what a dollar in gold did, and that paper 
currency was not equal in value to either of these mediums of exchange. 
Yet, that there were multiple systems of currency in the United States 
a century ago is easily evidenced by Executive Document 77, a House 
Report of the 36th Congress (2nd sess.), issued just before President Lin- 
coln was inaugurated. 

The tome extracts a report of bank commissioners of the State of Maine 
and notes that “in 1840 the banks of the United States had four dollars 
in circulation to one of specie; in 1850, three; but at the present time, less 
than two.” A report of the Exeter Bank of New Hampshire advises that

“in July 1857, this bank refused specie payments and has never since 
resumed.’’ Reports of the Bank Commissioners to the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts state that “it has long been the opinion of many per- 
sons that the power to issue and circulate small bills should be con- 
siderably restricted in order that a larger portion of specie may be infused 
into circulation.’’ 

The Bank Department in Albany, New York, reported on January 1 , 
1861, that “in less than 60 days from the 1st of October, the astounding 
spectacle is presented for the consideration of the people of these United 
States, of a suspension of specie payments by a large number of banks . . . 

Bank Department superintendents further wrote, “the founders of our 
government left a single legacy to their successors as a remedy for all 
the difficulties that might arise, and of whatever nature, vis: the prompt 
and vigorous enforcement of the Constitution and the laws. A bad law en- 
forced is better than a good one unexecuted. The one admits of amend- 
ment and correction; the other leaves the body politic to certain death 
from inanition ...” 

In light of this, it is little wonder that Congress felt compelled to direct 
acceptance of certain paper monies. The Act of July 17, 1861, specifically 
provides in Section 7 that the Secretaiy of the Treasury is authorized to 
issue in exchange for coin or in payment for public dues “treasury notes 
of any of the denominations herebefore specified, bearing interest not ex- 
ceeding six per centum per annum.’’ 

The demand notes authorized were not redeemed in coin “on demand, 
and, as Hepburn points out in his History of Coinage and Currency of the 
United States, the Treasury found it difficult to pay them out, and banks 
and others were refusing them. 

As a result, the Legal Tender Act of February 25, 1862, was enacted. 
Specifically, the first section following the enacting clause provides that 
the notes issued ''shall be received in payment of all taxes, internal duties, 
excises, debts and demands of every kind due to the United States, ex- 
cept duties and imports, and in all claims and demands against the 
United States of every kind whatsoever, except for interest upon bonds 
and notes, which shall be paid in coin, and shall also be lawful money and 
a legal tender in payments of all debts public and private, within the 
United States, except duties on imports and interest as aforesaid’’ (em- 
phasis added by author). 

The Revised Statutes of 1874 reflect that gold coin shall be legal tender

CANADIAN COINAGE

The date on this 1859 Canadian 
large cent has what appears 
to be a triple punched 9. 
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New Varieties 
of Canadian 
Large Cents 

A thorough examination of Canadian large cents has 
revealed several previously unpublished varieties. 


T he Canadian large cent varieties described here, as far 
as I know, have not previously been mentioned in numis- 
matic literature. As such, they must be considered quite 
rare until such time as the available material in public and 
private collections has been thoroughly searched. The true 
rarity of the items may then become manifest. 

Canadian large cent literature is quite extensive, many scholars having 
made contributions to this area of study. Indeed, in Batty s exhaustive 
work on the copper coins of the British Empire, the catalog of die varieties 
of 1858 and 1859 large cents alone lists more than 150 different types. 
Regrettably, no indication of overdates is mentioned in this work. His 
main concern seems to have been confined to unconnected leaves, die 
breaks, recut letters and the like. Therefore, it is possible that some of the 
items discussed in this article already are listed by Batty. However, as his 
work contains no individual illustrations or photographs, but only verbal 
descriptions, it is difficult or impossible to verify a given item. As such, 
it is my hope that the photographs and descriptions of the overdates listed 
herein will bring these items to the attention of a wider group of collectors. 

I have found little new information concerning these items since 
the work of Zoell in 1970. Rightmire’s “Research Bibliography for Cana- 
dian Large Cents,” published in the Canadian Numismatic Journal in 
1975, gives a comprehensive look at the available large cent literature. 
Current articles are found in some issues of the Canadian Numismatic 
Journal. Following is a summary of the Canadian large cent varieties in 
my collection. 

THE NUMISMATIST • FEBRUARY 1990

1859 Triple Punched 9 

The date on this 1859 Canadian large cent has what appears to be a tri- 
ple punched 9. The first strike, high and a bit left, manifests itself as a spur 
rising clockwise from the loop of the 9 and as a tiny appendage to the left 
of the ball. The second strike (right of the first) and the last (below the 
second) are distinguished by doubling of the upper loop and on the ball, 
which appears as a shelf The triple strike distinguishes this coin from the 
various well-known die varieties of this date found in Zoell. 

The catalog for the September 1989 sale conducted by Auctions by 
Bowers and Merena (lot #4006) describes an apparently new variety of 
1859 “double punched 9“ cent. From the photograph in the catalog, the 
Bowers coin appears to be an earlier stage of the present variety. The third 
strike distinguishes the piece in my collection from the Bowers coin. 


1859 Repunched 5 

The 5 ON this 1859 Canadian large cent was entered too high, then re- 
punched lower and to the right. This die is much different from Zoell’s 
R2a, which is characterized by a “branch” to the rim from the vine, to 
the left of the leaf that is left of the O in ONE. Not only is the shape of 
the doubled 5 on this new die much different from that of R2a, but the 
present coin also is characterized by three distinctive die breaks (leaf above 
and to right of T in CENT to rim, through leaf below 1, leaf above O to 
rim). There are, as well, four disconnected leaves and various missing vine 
pieces that are not characteristic of R2a. The failure of this die could not 
have been far off. 

It is also distinct from Zoell’s R2o, as it is characterized by a distinct spur 
rising counterclockwise from the top of loop of the 5 as well as a distinct 
thickening of and discontinuity in the lower loop of the 5. In addition, 
there is a tiny but distinct appendage at the top left of the ball of the 5, 
and the lower inside portion of the top loop of the 8 is slightly recut. 
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The 3 EXHIBITS very slight doubling, most apparent on 
the upper right extremity and on the lowest part of the loop, 
where it shows up as a very tiny appendage. 



Both the 9 and the 3 on this 
1893 Ginadian large cent seem 
to have been repunched. 


New Varieties of Canadian Large Cents in the ANS Collection 

1859 

Recut 9. Apparently different from Zoell’s R2b, c, d, as only the top of the hall 
of the lower loop is recut. 

1876-H 

Entire date recut. The 1 and 8 obvious, the 7 and 6 less so. On worn examples the 
doubling of the 7 and 6 may not be visible. In addition, there is a straight die scratch 
connecting the lower part of the 7 to that of the 6. 

1887 

Repunched 7. Initially punched low, then repunched higher. Most obvious on 
lower part of 7. 

1897 

Recut 7. Most obvious on lower part of 7. 


1893 Repunched 9 and 3 

The 9 AND 3 on this 1893 Canadian large cent look like they were re- 
punched. The 9 is quite similar in appearance to the well-known double 
punched “narrow 9“ #2 of 1859. The 3 exhibits very slight doubling, 
most apparent on the upper right extremity and on the lowest part of the 
loop, where it shows up as a very tiny appendage. 

1898-H Repunched Final 8 

The final 8 in the date of this 1898-H Canadian large cent displays 
very slight doubling on the bottom left portion of the lower loop. 


Through the kind permission of the American Numismatic Society and 
its curator, William E. Metcalf, and former associate curator, William L. 
Bischoff, I was allowed the privilege of examining large cents in the soci- 
ety’s Canadian collection. As a result of this examination, several hereto- 
fore unrecognized varieties have come to light in addition to those already 
mentioned. These varieties are listed in the table above.

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Collecting 20-Cent and Quarter Dollar Types 


T he question of why the 
fledgling United States chose 
to coin a quaner dollar piece 
was brought up more than once fol- 
lowing the coin’s inception in 1796. 
When Congress resolved to establish 
a decimal coinage system, a 20-cent 
piece would seem to have been in 
order. Various attempts were made to 
rectify this peculiar situation, the ear- 
liest being in 1806. That legislation 
failed, as did other efforts prior to 1875. 

The 20-cent coinage of 1875-78 
bears mentioning, as it constitutes a dis- 
tinct type issue. Although it may have 
been seen by some as an effort to sup- 
plant the quaner dollar, the 20-cent 
piece was issued to create another 
market for domestically mined silver. 
The legislation was introduced by Sen- 
ator Jones of Nevada, a major silver- 
producing state. Jones pointed to the 
fact that the abolition of the half 
dime in 1873 had left the Western 
states without a means of making 
5 cents change from a quarter (the 
coining of nickels was restricted by 
law to the Philadelphia Mint, and these 
coins did not circulate in the West). 
Despite the fact that half dimes never 
circulated much in the Western states, 
this argument seemed to justify the 
new denomination. 

Similar in both size and design to the 
quarter dollar, the 20-cent piece was 
frequently mistaken for the quarter. 
Although the 20 cents had a plain edge 
to distinguish it from the reeded-edge 
quarter, it is doubtful that many per- 
sons encountering a 20-cent coin took 
notice of this difference. The 20-cent 
piece was a failure and was coined for 
circulation only during 1875-76. It 
continued to be included in silver proof 
sets through 1878. 


Although a failure as a medium of 
exchange, the 20-cent piece has been 
a favorite of type collectors for genera-

tions. It combines the familiar Seated 
Liberty obverse with an eagle bor- 
rowed from the Trade dollar for its 
reverse. In addition, the legend LIBER- 
TY appears in relief rather than incuse, 
as on the other silver coins. 

The most available date for type 
collecting is the 1875-S. Coins of this 
date are fairly abundant in all circulated 
grades. Because of their limited popu- 
larity at the time, many pieces survive 
with only light wear. Since a Good 
specimen is valued at $ 3 5 in A Guide 
Book of United States Coins (the “Red 
Book”), an Extremely Fine (EF) coin 
at only $190 seems quite a bargain. 

Collecting quarter dollar types is a 
somewhat different experience from 
collecting the other silver issues. This 
denomination did not enjoy much 
popularity until about 100 years ago, 
and mintage figures prior to that time 
are generally lower than for other 
denominations. Despite the smaller 
number of pieces struck, quarter dollars 
coined during the Mint’s first century 
seem to have survived in collectable 
condition with greater frequency in 
relation to their mintage. In other 
words, they are less often seen in ter- 
minal states of wear. (In using the 


phrase “collectable condition,’’ I refer 
to coins that grade Good or better.) 

Like the dime, the quarter dollar was 
not coined until 1796. Therefore, none 
bear the Flowing Hair Liberty design 
used with the first silver issues of 
1794-95. Instead, the bust of Liberty 
attributed to Gilbert Stuart and Robert 
Scot appears. This is the popular 
Draped Bust Liberty type. The quar- 
ter dollars of 1796 are the only issues 
of this type mated with the Small 
Eagle, or “Hatchling,’’ reverse. They 
were also the last coins of this denom- 
ination until 1804. 

Only 6,146 pieces are reported for 
the quarters of 1796, not an auspicious 
beginning. Despite this small mintage, 
quite a number of pieces survive in or 
near mint state— more than one would 
expect to have been kept as souvenirs 
of the new coinage. Apparently, a 
hoard existed at one time and was held

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intact long enough for the coins to 
become collectable. Indeed, the late 
Abe Kosoff testified to having handled 
about 100 specimens at a single time. 

In a simpler time, such abundance 
made it possible for many collectors to 
own an uncirculated example. In to- 
day’s market, however, the status of 
the 1796 quaner dollar as a one-year 
type coin has pushed the price well 
beyond the means of all but the 
wealthy collector or investor. 

Even circulated specimens are quite 
expensive. As is frequently true of early 
U.S. coins, the middle grades of Fine 
through Extremely Fine are the most 
difficult to find. The vast majority of 
circulated pieces grade Good. Many of 
these are bent, holed or badly cleaned. 

The Red Book values this coin at 
$1,600 in AG and $3,500 in Good. 
It seems that anyone acquiring such

coins is spending an awful lot and 
receiving very little. An example grad- 
ing EE is valued at $17,000 and is 
clearly beyond the scope of this study. 
Unless you are seriously committed to 
having a specimen of this type, I rec- 
ommend using a color photograph 
from a catalog as a substitute. 

The Draped Bust Liberty design of 
1796 was revived for the quarter 
dollars of 1804-07. However, the re- 
verse of these issues features the 
Heraldic Eagle first employed for other 
series in 1798. The most available dates 
of this type are 1806 and 1807, the 
former being generally better struck. 
Attraaive original examples are scarce, 
but can be found at any major coin 
show. All circulated grades are avail- 
able, and prices range from $250 for 
a coin in Good condition to $1,600 
for one grading EF. Patience may

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reward you with a very desirable coin. 

Reflecting the limited demand for 
this denomination, quarter dollars were 
not coined again until 1815. A new 
type featuring John Reich’s Capped 
Bust Libeny was paired with the He- 
raldic Eagle reverse, this time with the 
eagle’s wings inverted. The legend 
LIBERTY was relocated to a band 
across the goddess’ forehead. 

Coinage of this type was not con- 
tinual, but the series encompasses most 
dates from 1815 through 1828. The 
dates most often encountered are 1818 
and 1825. The latter is known only in 
overdated form, mute evidence that 
coinage of these quarters was sporadic 
and small. 

Even so, attractive specimens can be 
found at any major coin show. In 
Good condition, they are valued as 
low as $22. In Very Fine (VF) and EF 


grades, examples are a little more dif- 
ficult to find, the latter listing at $550 
for the more common dates. That so 
few collectors seek these coins by date 
and variety has eased the task of the 
type collector. (The catalog valuations 
seem a bit low considering the coins’ 
scarcity, but I’m not complaining.) 

The introduction of the closed col- 
lar for produaion of this denomination 
resulted in a new type. A revamped 
Capped Bust quarter dollar was put in- 
to circulation in 1831. This was the 
work of William Kneass and is com- 
monly called the “Reduced Size’’ Bust 
quarter. A slight reduction in diameter 
occurred because the closed collar per- 
mitted greater thickness. In addition, 
the application of edge reeding no 
longer required a separate operation, 
but could be achieved at the moment 
of striking. 


This type of quarter dollar was 
coined between 1831 and 1838 and 
was produced in larger quantities than 
all the previous issues. While still not 
as popular as the other silver denom- 
inations, the quarter dollar at last began 
to appear in common usage. 

The Mint’s published reports for the 
1 8 30s are notoriously unreliable; there- 
fore, they offer little evidence of the 
rarity of individual dates in this series. 
In my experience, the dates seen most 
often include 1831 and 1834. There 
is little variation in price between any 
of these, according to the Red Book. 
A Good example is valued at $30, 
while a piece grading EF lists at $225. 
All grades are available, and you should 
hold out for a problem-free, original 
specimen. Coins that have been dam- 
aged or cleaned are wanted by few.

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A Man of Distinction 


O VER THE COURSE of the 
years, I have handled many 
important collections by auc- 
tion or direct purchase. One of the 
most memorable involved a property 
that was never publicized and included 
the holdings of a colleaor whose name 
never appeared in print. It will not ap- 
pear here, either, for reasons that will 
become evident. 

For a long time I had heard about 
the colleaion of a prominenTarchitea, 
a man who was at the top of his field 
and whose work was highly acclaimed. 
He gathered his numismatic holdings 
privately and without fanfare. At the 
same time, he purchased enough rar- 
ities that the scope of his holdings 
became known in the trade— not as to 
specifics, but to the extent that his col- 
lection was considered to be one of the 
finest ever assembled. I had not seen 
the collection, nor had I sold any pieces 
to the architect. I knew him and his 
collection by reputation only. 

One day I received a telephone call 
from the architect, inviting me to ex- 
amine the collection and— believe it or 
not — make an offer for its purchase. 
Arrangements were made and I trav- 
eled to the architect’s home town, ex- 
cited at the prospect of viewing this 
legendary holding. I was not “count- 
ing my chickens,’’ as I suspected that 
he had called others as well and that 
competitive bidding would be the 
order of the day. 

Entering the architect’s office suite, 

I was shown to a private room. There 
on a table were many albums of the 
old Wayte Raymond “National’’ type, 
with cardboard pages and ring binders. 
Magnifying glass in hand, I spent hours 
admiring beautiful 1793, 1799, 1804 
and other early large cents; one of the 


nicest collections of Flying Eagle and 
Indian cents I had ever seen; a collec- 
tion of uncirculated Lincoln cents; a 



beautiful set of 2-cent pieces; and nickel 
and silver 3 -cent pieces in uncirculated 
and proof, all with gorgeous toning. I 
was dazzled by the splendor of the 
silver Liberty Seated and Barber coin- 
age. The Philadelphia Mint coins were 
all proofs— not just ordinary proofs, 
but superb gems, each with iridescent, 
peripheral toning. 

There were also commemorative 
coins in silver and gold, regular-issue 
United States gold coins, and much 
more. The collection was literally a 
numismatist’s dream come true! I ap- 
preciated the many years its owner had 
spent gathering the coins individually 
and in small groups. I suspea that most 
of the 19th-century proof coins had 
been acquired from original sets, for 
they were virtually perfect in quality 
and nicely matched. 

Having made notes as to the values 
of the pieces, I added up my estimates 
and totaled a very impressive figure. 
Here, indeed, was a collection that 
would have filled an entire auction 
catalog and would have been remem- 
bered as one of the finest collections 
ever sent to the block. After computing 
my best price, I added a percentage to 
ensure that my offer was accepted. 
Then I told the architect’s secretary 
that I was ready to have him come 
in and discuss the transaction. I ex- 


pected him to thank me for the offer 
and say that he would make a decision 
after comparing all the other offers 
received. But this didn’t happen. 

“Your offer is a very fair one,’’ he 
told me. “I have kept up on values, and 
what you offered was about what I ex- 
pected— not quite, but close enough.’’ 
He suggested I increase the offer by 
5 percent, which I did. He shook my 
hand and said, “Congratulations!’’ 

Then he stated, “However, you are 
not buying the collection from me.’’ 
He turned and asked his secretary to 
bring a gentleman into the room. I was 
introduced to a Catholic priest, and we 
exchanged pleasantries. The architect 
then pointed toward the table full of 
coin albums and told the priest, “I am 
giving you this collection; it is yours. 
As the church isn’t in the coin collect- 
ing business, I suggest that you sell it 
to my visitor, who has made a gener- 
ous offer for it.’’ Moments later I 
wrote out one of the largest checks of 
my professional career, made payable 
to the church. 

As the architect excused himself to 
make a telephone call, the priest said 
to me, “This generosity is in keeping 
with what he has done in the past. Let 
me tell you about one of his other 
philanthropies. About 20 years ago he 
told me that if anyone in our parish 
had the qualifications to go to college 
but could not afford it, just to let him 
know and he would pay for it. To date 
he has sent 38 people through four 
years of college, all anonymously— the 
young people never knew who paid 
the bill.’’ 

I left the architect’s office with not 
only a magnificent coin collection, but 
with a renewed appreciation for man- 
kind as well. •

T he MARKET FOR foreign gold 
bullion coins has moved closer 
to melt value than it has been 
in a long time. Few retailers market 
bullion coins like the Mexican' 50 
pesos, Austrian 100 coronas, Nether- 
lands 10 guilders and British sover- 
eigns. Many wholesalers offer melt or 
less for coins that used to command a 
10- to 20-percent premium over melt. 
With such a small margin to be made 
on these issues and with their lack of 
resale liquidity, even many of the 
market makers of the past would rather 
not be involved. 

Important to dealers and collectors 
of coins certified by the Numismatic 
Guaranty Corporation (NGC) was an 
announcement that the American Nu- 
mismatic Exchange (ANE) would list 
these coins as it does Professional Coin 
Grading Service (PCGS) coins. The 
market acceptance of NGC and PCGS 
coins was bolstered by the American 
Rare Coin Fund’s acceptance of both 
services’ produas sight unseen in 1989. 

I can personally attest to the faa that 
media interest in coins is on the up- 
swing. I appeared on CNBC, the fi- 
nancial news arm of NBC, on Mon- 
day, December 1 1 , on the show Smart 
Money. The hosts, Ken and Daria 
Dolan, and the audience were inter- 
ested in such things as proper storage 
of coins, the possible upcoming rare 
coin fund by Merrill Lynch, inde- 
pendent grading, and how to choose 
a good dealer. 

Precious Metals 

Rumors of gold-backed Russian bonds 
and increased demand from Eastern 
Bloc countries tasting new freedoms 
caused the metals market to surge up- 
ward nearly 10 percent from mid 


November to mid December. Tradi- 
tional media look for modest, uninspir- 
ing metals gains in 1990, while gold

bugs beg to differ and believe happy 
days are here again. As of December 
19, 1989, gold was at $412.90 per 
ounce, silver at $5.56 and platinum 
at $508.90. 

U.S. Gold 

Even though gold rose almost $40 an 
ounce from mid November to mid 
December, MS-60 to MS-62 double 
eagles rose only about $20 per coin. 
Premiums over bullion are at 20-year 
lows, smashing 10-year lows set in 
November not only for double eagles, 
but for $10 Liberties as well. 

It’s hard to believe that when gold 
was at $414 per ounce, uncirculated 
$20 Liberties and Saint Gaudens were 
tough to wholesale at $425. When cer- 
tified MS-6 1 double eagles were bid at 
only $455, who would want to pay 
$425 and spend $30 on grading fees 
just to break even after tying up their 
capital for two months.^ 

U.S. Dollars 

It doesn’t seem long ago— Winter 
1985 to be exact— that uncirculated 
“S” mints brought $80 wholesale and 
“P” and “O” mints brought $55 to 
$60. Now raw MS-6 3 s go begging at 
$25 a coin and MS-60 “P” and “O” 
mints bring $ 1 6 each wholesale. More 


astonishing are BU Peace and 1921 
Morgans bringing just $12. With bid 
for certified MS-63 dollars at $44 and 
the cost of certification at $20 plus a 
loss of capital for two to three months, 
it is easy to see why bids for raw, 
MS-6 3 common-date dollars dropped 
to the $25-$ 30 range. 

U.S. Commemoratives 

This area of the market is fairly stable 
as of the third week of December, with 
a balance of issues having plus and 
minus signs. Overall, this has been a 
good year for commems, especially the 
tougher issues like the Alabama, Mis- 
souri, Monroe, Sesquicentennial and 
Hawaiian in MS-64 and better. Popu- 
lation reports have eradicated most of 
the mystique of low mintage this year 
and the recognition of true rarity, low- 
population commems has resulted in 
corresponding price gains. 

U.S. Type 

The strength of the type market shown 
in the last three months of 1989 re- 
mains firm. It’s easy to see why a 
glance at a PCGS population report 
reflects that only 454 Proof-65 Barber 
quarters have been seen by PCGS and 
probably 10 percent of these coins 
were removed from their holders. For 
set builders, only 12 Proof-65 or bet- 
ter 3 -cent nickel sets could be con- 
structed, assuming no 1867s or 1875s 
—the limiting issues— were “cracked 
out.’’ This is an enlightening fact for 
those who believe proof 3 -cent nickels 
are “easy’’ by date. “Arrows’’ coinage 
(those coins struck from 1853-55 and 
1873-74 with arrows at the date) re- 
mains popular in good times and bad 
and always receives inquiries at coin 
conventions of all sizes. •

BRAD RODGERS 
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A HOARD OF ATHENIAN OWLS 



I am pleased to offer a selection of the famous Athenian “Owls.” These coins are perhaps the most widely recognized and admired of all ancient coins. 
Almost pure silver, they are large and thick, weighing about 17.20 grams. They were struck at the mint on the Acropolis in Athens during the age 
of Pericles, from 447 to 413 BC. At that time the tetradrachm was a week’s wages for a skilled craftsman. 

Athens then was the most important city in the ancient Greek world from cultural, political, and commercial standpoints. It is credited with establishing 
democracy as a viable form of government, where the value of the individual is recognized and the majority choose the destiny of their country. Our 
American government and way of life are modeled after the Athenian examples. During this period of greatness, the “Golden Age of Greece,” such 
geniuses as Socrates and Plato taught at Athens. Immortal playwrights such as Sophocles, Euripides, and Aristophanes produced timeless works still appreci- 
ated today. Poets, artists, architects, and great minds in all fields flourished during this period, sometimes creating works of art that have not been equaled since. 

The obverse of these tetradrachms shows the head of the goddess Athena, the patron deity of Athens, wearing a crested helmet decorated with three 
olive leaves and a floral scroll. She was one of the three most important figures in Greek religion, along with Zeus and Apollo. As well as being the 
goddess of war, she was the personification of good counsel and wisdom, and the patroness of the arts and all handicrafts. One of Athena’s sacred animals, 
the owl, is depicted on the reverse of this famous coin. Associated with the goddess of wisdom, the owl gained the reputation for being a wise bird. 
An olive twig is behind the owl and the Greek letters for ATHENS are in front. The very first “owls,” as these tetradrachms are called, were struck 
about 510 BC. Athens had no interest in changing this popular design because it became the most widely accepted trade coin of the 5th century BC. 
It was recognized by ancient merchants all over the Mediterranean, much like the worldwide acceptance of the U.S. greenback now. Many of these great 
coins were struck during this booming economic period and used by the government to finance the building of the fabulous Parthenon and, later, the 
Peloponnesian War against Sparta.

breath of sea breeze and a touch of the 
spray of saltwater on your face to 
imagine the thrill of a Nantucket sleigh 
ride to cap your adventure in pursuit 
of the great white whale. While a 
dozen or so tour operators sail daily 
from the docks that line San Diego’s 
Harbor Drive and Shelter Island with 
craft that range from triple-decked 
motor cruisers to sport-fishing boats 
and Zodiac rafts, one tour option lends 
more to the aura of the past than all 
others— the yacht Invader. 

While the Invader sails under canvas, 
she has never pursued the whale for 
reasons other than to satisfy the curi- 
osity of her tourist passengers. There 
are no harpoons aboard, no fathoms 
of rope coiled in a tub, no chance for 
that Nantucket sleigh ride. If you can 
squint your eyes enough to blot out 
the crass commercialism of a major 


insurance company’s advertising logo 
stenciled on her mainsail, the fresh sea 
breezes, salt spray and gentle swell 
of the Pacific Ocean are all you need 
to set your mind for an adventure in 
a time period past. And, when the 
lookout in the rigging yells, “Thar 
she blows!’’ you are likely to find 
yourself replying, “Is it the white 
whale, matey?’’ 

On a recent whale-watching expedi- 
tion, I chose the Invader— not by acci- 
dent. She was formerly a millionaire’s 
private yacht and, at one time, a con- 
tender for the America’s Cup. If you 
hope to take photographs of the 
whales, here’s one bit of advice; Have 
your camera as ready as Ahab’s crew 
had their harpoons. After our lookout 
cried “Thar she blows!,’’ this adven- 
turer hesitated, hoping that on their

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grays spotted off our port bow would 
show their flukes, breaching, as it is 
called, with tails high out of the water. 
The awaited prize-winning shot never 
materialized. On their next breaking of 
the surface, the whales were more than 
a mile distant — too far for even a 
telephoto lens. I had to settle for shots 
of a pair of seals basking in the sun on 
a harbor buoy on our return to port 
as proof of my adventure. 

Canada’s 1988 issue in its ongoing 
series of $100 commemorative gold 
coins makes an ideal souvenir of one’s 
adventure at sea. Its projected mintage 
of no more than 95,000 coins is the 
lowest in the series, which started with 
the Montreal Olympic Games issue of 
1976. It was designed by Ontario art- 
ist Robert-Ralph Carmichael, one of 
Canada’s most prolific and respected 
wildlife artists. While the bowhead

shown on the coin may be a different 
mammalian specie than that seen off 
the California coast, the whales are 
similar in appearance. The Whale coin 
contains !/4 ounce of fine gold, alloyed 
with silver. It is slightly larger than an 
American 25-cent piece and originally 
sold for US$210. 

However, if you find the cost of the 
gold coin too expensive for a mere 
souvenir of a whale watch, the adven- 
ture of sailing on the Invader can pro- 
vide an excuse for an alternate choice 
of numismatic souvenir. You can at 
least look at the 1987 Hutt River Prov- 
ince’s $100 America’s Cup 2 Vi-inch, 
6-ounce silver commemorative “coin,” 
which pictures a similiar sea-going 
craft. Although the monetary savings 
will be modest— the Hutt River coin 
is priced at $ 1 5 5 versus $ 2 1 0 — one 
fantasy can be used to recall another.*

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Beware of Overpricing within Legal Limits 


M ail this past month has 
been particularly heavy 
with letters inquiring about 
three major advenisers. They have all 
been the subject of comments in this 
column many times in the past, and it 
seems that readers now are taking no- 
tice of their sales tactics and reacting 
with indignation. This is a good sign 
and shows how much collectors care 
about their hobby and fellow colleaors. 

Unfortunately, as many readers tell 
me, it is not the members of the ANA 
who need to be warned about these 
deceptive advertisements. It is the in- 
experienced newcomer and those out- 
side the hobby who need advice and 
guidance to protect them from pur- 
chasing overpriced coins that will never 
fulfill their hopes of making a fortune 
in the rare coin market. 

The battle to educate consumers and 
to put an end to unscrupulous promo- 
tions will not soon be won. Publishers 
of the magazines that carry such adver- 
tising and the credit card companies 
that include these ads in their billing 
statements seem to be more interested 
in advertising revenue than in the 
welfare of those who fall prey to the 
scams. I have found very few who have 
actually refused to continue with any 
advertiser after being told about the 
dangers posed to consumers. 

Still, the answer to this problem is 
for all of us to complain to those who 
carry the advertising and to tell friends 
how to buy coins from competitive 
dealers who are concerned for future 
colleaors. A constant barrage of letters 
about questionable advertising can 
eventually do some good by making 
publishers aware of the problem and 
how their readers feel about it. 

Keep in mind, however, that not all 


overpriced merchandise is necessarily 
bad or illegal in any way. Dealers can 
charge any price they want within

reason. It is only when the markup is 
unreasonably high or when an item is 
promoted as a good investment that 
the promotion might fall into the 
category of fraud. 

The advertisement most frequently 
asked about now is one offering Co- 
lumbian commemorative half dollars 
for sale at so-called bargain prices rang- 
ing from $18.75 to $29.50. The ads 
vary, even from the same company, 
and the price depends on how many 
you order and how much postage is 
charged. I have commented on this ad 
in at least two previous columns and 
will repeat that there is nothing illegal 
about charging these prices, which are 
three to four times the normal retail 
prices for worn and polished Colum- 
bians. What I do object to is the 
advertiser’s claim that the coins are 
an introductory promotion and that 
the company plans to lose money 
on them. 

File # 233 

Many readers must have received this 
post card solicitation, because several 
wrote to tell me about it. The item of- 
fered for sale was “The United States 
Mint’s Double Eagle $20 Gold Piece 
in a Limited Edition Proof Minting.’’ 
That sounded to me like a proof dou- 
ble eagle, and the post card said that 


the special number beside my name 
was a sales code that entitled me to 
$201 off the regular price of only $500 
per piece. Amazing as that seemed, I 
was even more curious as to wh / there 
were only two different numbers on 
all of the cards that I saw. Perhaps the 
offer was not so special after all. I read 
the rest of the card very carefully. 

I will give this promoter credit for 
telling me right off that the item is 
“one solid pound of 24kt gold ver- 
meil.’’ That at least let me know this 
is not an official government coin, but 
I wonder how many people who got 
the post card actually know that the 
word “vermeil” means gold-plated 
copper, silver or bronze. In this case, 
the firm claims to be offering a 
“Replicated Double Eagle” made of 
one pound of sterling silver layered 
with gold. 

This kind of item escapes the coun- 
terfeiting laws because it is more than 
double the size of a genuine coin. Even 
so, it is offensive and dangerous be- 
cause the uninformed public may be 
confused by the many references to the 
genuine double eagle and what a 
wonderful investment it has been for 
many years. 

The offering, of course, is a one-time 
opponunity that must be acted upon 
quickly. Only 2,400 of these “rare and 
famous” pieces will be made in proof 
condition, and they will be sold to the 
general public for $500 each unless 
they somehow ga a qualifying account 
number that appears only on your per- 
sonal post card. (Most of us got num- 
ber 2007. You can use that if you want 
to save $201 on your order.) Then, for 
only $299 plus $5 shipping, they will 
deliver this treasure to you, specially 
packaged for display or vault storage. 
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We are also told that each piece is 
“serially numbered, mint and edge- 
marked.” I do not know exactly what 
that means, but it must be very special 
to make these pieces worth so much 
more than the approximately $70 
worth of silver they contain. I also 
noted that these are destined to 
“become a family heirloom appreci- 
ated more with each passing year.” 

File #234 

Morgan dollar promotions have not 
been as prevalent recently as they once 
were, perhaps because the value of 
low-grade pieces has gone down rather 
than up. (Just about everyone knows 
that circulated silver dollars are valued 
mostly for their silver content rather 
than being tied to investment-driven 
uncirculated pieces in choice condi- 
tion.) It was thus a bit of an eye-opener 


to see this recent mailing that offered 
circulated Morgans in Fine or better 
(their guaranteed grade) at prices I 
would resist paying for nice uncir- 
culateds. In addition, these coins were 
being promoted as a super investment. 

The brochure followed an old 
theme, leading one to believe that these 
silver dollars are very rare because none 
have been made for decades and 
millions have been melted over the 
years. It did not say where the hoard 
came from, but the picture shows bags 
marked “U.S. GOVT. MINT Silver 
Dollars,” which might make some 
believe that these are right out of the 
Mint. I can assure you that none of our 
government mints ever used bags like 
these, though I will admit that they 
are perhaps the most attractive I have 
ever seen. 

Page after page of hard-core advice 


failed to convince me that these cir- 
culated dollars are rare and destined to 
go up in value soon because of the 
“soaring silver price” and “new ag- 
gressive bidding by Wall Street in- 
terests.” The numismatic press is 
quoted as saying that the coin market 
is at an all-time high and is expected 
to go much higher, and, of course, the 
Salomon Brothers report is shown to 
indicate that coins have appreciated 
faster than any other investments over 
the past 10 years. 

The biggest disappointment in this 
advertisement is in the pricing of these 
coins, which are available for around 
$ 8 each from coin dealers all over the 
country. This firm is charging $ 19.90 
each plus shipping, and claiming that 
its price is $15.10 below the lowest 
price offered for quantity discounts by 
a national advertiser. The ad referred

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to seems to be for uncirculated dollars 
rather than the Fine pieces that it is sell- 
ing, but the firm does not bother to 
explain that.

Runner-up in the most-frequent- 
complaint department is a mailing from 
a New York company with a name 
that sounds like some kind of federal 
agency. It is not, of course, and the ad 
does state that the company is not affil- 
iated with the government. I would 
hope that by now even the most naive 
of the general public realize that com- 
panies with fancy-sounding names that 
include the words “Federal,” “Official” 
or “Mint” are not always what they 
seem to be. 

This offender has been around for 
several years. Like so many other ads 
aimed at non-collectors, the latest of- 


ferings from this company are perfectly 
legal and only stretch the truth a little 
when they tell how wonderful silver 
dollars are as an investment. The fact 
that they are selling MS-60 coins, and 
not MS-63 or -65, is probably lost on 
anyone who does not understand the 
market or differences in grade. 

Several versions of this company’s 
latest offerings have been sent to me 
by outraged collectors. The basic, and 
longest-running, ad offers a set of three 
“genuine mint-struck Morgan Dollars” 
in Brilliant Uncirculated condition for 
only $95 each. These are all New 
Orleans coins dated 1883, 1884 and 
1885. Shipping is extra, and there is 
a discount if you order in quantity ( 1 8 
for $1,350). For some reason, you 
must certify that you are a U.S. citizen 
to order these coins. I guess that is 
because they say this is a “Lost Buried 


Treasure,” and, of course, the quan- 
tity is limited. 

I agree with the promoters that this 
set of three coins in its attractive plush 
case would be a nice gift for almost 
anyone, and I am happy to see that 
they have not called it a “treasured 
heirloom.” They do, however, say it 
will be a prized keepsake for genera- 
tions to come, and they do give plenty 
of hints that Morgan dollars are one 
of the world’s great investments. All 
in all, though, the only major problem 
with this promotion is that the coins 
are overpriced according to industry 
standards. Any person wanting to pur- 
chase similar coins can do so easily 
through almost any coin dealer for a 
fraction of what this firm is charging. 
And, even more important, a legiti- 
mate dealer would offer higher-grade 
coins to anyone intent on investing in

The latest mailings from this com- 
pany, printed with different colors to 
make them even more attractive, in- 
clude a new brochure offering an 
almost identical set of three coins from 
the San Francisco Mint. These San 
Francisco coins, the ad claims, were 
hoarded and kept out of circulation for 
the past 100 years. The price for these 
is only $90 each, but quantity dis- 
counts are available.

Be on the lookout for advertising from 
a new “mint” that will probably hit 
the market early in 1990. The com- 
pany is producing a 1 -pound commem- 
orative silver piece that will have a 
diameter of 3 ‘/z inches and contain 1 6 
avoirdupois ounces of .999 fine silver, 
according to the firm’s early news re- 


lease. The piece will commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the birth of for- 
mer President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

The ad agency that prepared the 
release apparently was not aware that 
these commemoratives are not coins. 
The term “coin” is used through the 
text and mixed right in with the ad’s 
discussion of the genuine U.S. govern- 
ment commemorative coin that will 
also be issued sometime this year. 

When they are this large, such bul- 
lion pieces can be called commemora- 
tives, pieces of art, rounds, or even by 
their proper name— medallions — but 
they are not, and never should be, 
called coins (at least not in the 
presence of any self-respecting nu- 
mismatist or uninformed potential 
buyer who might confuse this monster 
medallion with some kind of real, 
government-issue coin). 


There was no indication of the price 
of this particular Eisenhower com- 
memorative. I can only hope that it is 
affordable, because any and all such 
things will be a fitting and worthwhile 
tribute to this extraordinary man. 

I do not think the text promoting 
this piece was meant to be misleading. 
Many writers use the word “coin” 
when they mean “medal.” But it does 
make a big difference when advertisers 
compare their product to genuine 
government coins and lead buyers to 
think that the medals are somehow 
equal to coins in collector and invest- 
ment value. 

It is too early to pass judgment on 
this offering. 1 can only hope that the 
promoters clean up the wording a 
bit before the ads hit the general pub- 
lic. We should all be watching for 
this one. •

15 gold celestons is approximately 
equal to that of a U.S. $20 gold piece. 
The obverse of the celeston bears the 
image of Mangan’s daughter, Ruth, 
whom he referred to as “Princess.” 
Her hair is held in place by a head- 
band inscribed MAGNANIMITY, rep- 
resenting the philosophy of Celestia 
(“By achieving bigness of mind the 
people of the world can find ever- 
lasting peace”). The date appears at 
the bottom, separating a circle of 1 1 
stars— representing the number of let- 
ters in the word “Magnanimity”— 
that surround Princess. 

The design of the celeston ’s reverse 
has several components. Around the 
denomination 1 / GOLD / CELESTON 
is the inscription NATION OF CE- 


LESTIAL SPACE. At the base of the 
coin a printers’ and proofreaders’ 
mark, #, meaning “space,” appears in 
a small circle directly above two olive 
sprigs— the ancient Roman symbol 
for peace. 

The gold celeston was struck be- 
tween 1959 and 1961, with mintages 
ranging from less than 50 to slightly 
more than 500 pieces. Issue prices 
ranged from $15 for the 1959 mint 
(mintage 504) to $46.50 for the 
1959R proof with a mintage classified 
as “few.” The 1959R is so designated 
because a small letter “R,” most 
likely the initial of the unknown 
engraver, is found to the right of the 
nape of Princess’ neck. This mysteri- 
ous “R” appears on all later celes- 
ton issues. 

The celeston was issued in both 
.900 and .999 fine gold, the .999 fine 


coins not being released until 1961. 
Each celeston was packaged, sitting 
regally on a blue cushion, in a clear 
plastic presentation case. It was sold 
individually and in sets— a three-coin 
Proof Set (1959, 1960 and 1961 
proof coins). Twin Proof Set (1960 
and 1961 proof coins). Special Set 
(1959 mint and 1960 and 1961 proof 
coins). Historic or Liberty Set (all six 
of the .900 gold coins) and Heirloom 
Set (1959, 1960 and 1961 .999 fine 
gold celestons). Mangan meant to 
keep the few proof celestons minted 
in 1959 for his immediate family and 
friends, but some were offered for 
*sale in numismatic trade publications 
in late 1960. 

In 1961 Celestia issued its first and 
only silver coinage, the joule. The 
joule was said to be the first “pre- 
memorative” in history because it

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“pre-memorialized” the discovery of 
the secret of celestial energy. Mangan 
considered this future discovery an 
“event that will do much more than 
atomic energy to change the course of 
life on Earth,” hypothesizing that the 
real race for space was the quest for 
the secret of celestial energy. 

The currency system of Celestia is 
based on energy units, the silver joule 
being equivalent to 10,000,000 ergs, 
or approximately V 4 foot-pound of 
energy. By owning a I -joule coin, 
you would be a multimillionaire (in 
terms of ergs), which apparently holds 
some importance for human beings. 

In 1961 Mangan sent a silver joule 
to James A. Hootman, executive sec- 
retary of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration’s Inven- 
tions and Contributions Board. After 
lengthy consideration, Hootman re- 


plied on behalf of his highly esteemed 
board of scientists that the “idea of 
basing a currency upon energy rather 
than gold or silver is interesting and 
appears logical.” 

The design of the silver joule is 
similar to that of the gold celeston. 
The obverse depicts the bust of the 
fair Princess’ profile surrounded by 
the legend CELESTIAL ENERGY. On 
either side of the word ENERGY is a 
lightning bolt, referring to energy 
from the sky. Below is the value 10^ 
ERGS and the date, which separates 
the 1 1 stars that encircle the field. 
Princess’ headband bears the sym- 
bolic word MAGNANIMITY. 

The reverse is a simple design with 
a few main components. At the cen- 
ter is the denomination 1 /SILVER/ 
JOULE, with NATION OF CELESTIAL 
SPACE encircling. At the bottom are 


the mintmark and two olive sprigs. 
The 1 -joule coin is struck from .925 
fine silver, has a diameter of 20mm 
and weighs just over 4 grams. Its of- 
ficial mintage is not known. 

The last issue of Celestial coinage is 
the 1 erg, a relatively small unit of 
energy in the metric system. Accord- 
ing to Mangan, “Space is energy and 
I just wanted to prove [that] the tini- 
est bit of space has a definite value.” 
He went on to describe the invest- 
ment potential of the erg by explain- 
ing that based on an issue price of $2, 
a collector “may have every hope of 
appreciation when some man or na- 
tion discovers how to use energy 
in the skies and bring it down to turn 
every wheel and burn every lamp 
on Earth.” 

The obverse of the erg carries the 
ever-present motto MAGNANIMITY

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along its upper rim. In the field is the 
denomination 1 / ERG / CELESTIA / 
ENERGY. The date is found at the 
base of the coin. Two five-pointed 
stars separate the motto and date. At 
the center of the reverse is the Grand 
Seal of the Nation of Celestial Space, 
symbolizing that at some future time 
man will secure all his energy needs 
from the sky. Around the circumfer- 
ence is NATION OF CELESTIAL 
SPACE, A.D. 1948/ ★ CELESTIA ★. 
The 1-erg coin is made of brass, has 
a diameter of 26mm and weighs ap- 
proximately 6.5 grams. 

In 1961 Mangan designed and is- 
sued the first paper money of the Na- 
tion of Celestial Space. The issue was 
backed by a checking account held at 
the First National Bank of Evergreen 
Park in Evergreen, Illinois (which 
several years earlier had been declared 


the capital of Celestia), and carried a 
denomination of 75 cents. 

The notes (actually numbered 
checks) are printed in a combination 
of midnight and azure blues on blue 
safety paper. The Grand Seal and 
NATION OF CELESTIAL SPACE ap- 
pear across the top. The issuing au- 
thority, James Thomas Mangan, F.R. 
(first representative), runs up the left 
side. The design also carries the sig- 
nature of the Head of State— again, 
James Thomas Mangan. (He clearly 
wanted to keep down the number of 
salaried government employees by 
giving him.self all the good jobs.) 

Calligrapher Raymond DaBall, 
whose work is featured in museums 
throughout the world, created the let- 
tering and layout of the 7 5-cent note. 
The issue price of this outer space cur- 
rency was $1, postpaid. 


To commemorate the 15th anni- 
versary of the founding of the Nation 
of Celestial Space, on December 2 1 , 
1963, Mangan issued the first “outer 
space mail stamp.” The stamps, hav- 
ing a denomination of 100,000 ergs 
of Celestial energy, were printed in 
perforated sheets of 50. All sheets bear 
the same plate number (12048) — 
located at the lower left-hand corner 
—which presumably represents the 
date Celestia was created (12/20/48). 

According to a press release issued 
at the time the stamps were issued, 
2,000 sheets were printed. However, 
about three-fourths of the sheets 
were rejected because of imperfec- 
tions. Some stamps with printing 
imperfections slipped through, how- 
ever, allowing errors and varieties to 
enter circulation. 

Since Celestia is not a member of

The eagle holds in its beak a sign 
reading OUTER SPACE CLAIMED- 
DEC. 21, 1948. The cachet was de- 
signed by David Green of Altadena, 
California. All of the first-day covers 
—fewer than 2,000— were canceled 
by Mangan himself 


These, then, are some pieces of 
Americana that James Thomas Man- 
gan left as a reminder of a bygone era, 
when optimism for the future was 
tempered by a concern for how man- 
kind would manage it. It is easy to 
come to the conclusion that a man 
who would lay claim to all of outer 
space is a man who would qualify 
as certifiably insane. However, what 
Mangan stood for was a world peace 
in which humanity could flourish. In 
this sense, he was crazy like a fox. 

Whether Mangan was sincere in his 
belief that he could administer outer 
space for the good of mankind, or 
simply used this elaborate farce to 
make a penetrating commentary on 
the direaion the world was taking in 
the postwar era, we will never know. 
But, when all is said and done. 


Mangan was a visionary who pos- 
sessed a great deal of conviction. Pro- 
viding public relations for world 
peace is a noble occupation and, as 
such, James Thomas Mangan truly 
was a noble man. •

Since 1930 the SOM has annually issued two large (2y«") 
bronze art medals, presenting a “who’s who” of American 
sculptors (including many women!) Many are master- 
pieces, and, from a minting standpoint, technically stun- 
ning. (Medallic Art Co. has long used the series as in-house 
Research & Development.) 

In an era that offers car fins. New Coke & Brooke Shields 
as sociological barometers, the perspectives of great artists 
like A. Stirling Calder ("The Dance of Life’^, Chester Beach 
(“In Peace ... In War . . . ”) and dozens of others are 
gratifyingly real. Other works, like Paul Manship’s Diony- 
sus, are all fun and whimsy. The series is a wonderland 
for topical collectors (especially erotica) , and the varying 
shapes, styles and patinas make the full set a delightful display. 

Mintages are mostly 500-1500 each. Back issues were 
struck in silver in 1970; these are rare and I believe most 
were unsold by 1980 and melted unreleased. Current 
(1980-on) issues are for $100/year subscribers. A set of 
nos. 1-106 was auctioned (9/88) piece-by-piece for about 
$6500. Art/antiques buyers are quietly absorbing the supply.

The Artaxiad period includes the 
coinage of Tigranes the Great, Arta- 
vasdes and their successors. There are 
splendid silver drachms and tetra- 
drachms as well as many types and 
denominations of bronzes. It was 
Tigranes who expanded Armenia into 
an empire: he wrested from Parthia 
the pompous but coveted title “King 
of Kings’’ that appears on some coin 
issues; he occupied the cities of An- 
tioch and Damascus in Syria, utilizing 
their mints to issue copious quantities 
of money; and he forged an alliance 
with Mithradates Eupator of Pontus, 
which, for a while, successfully chal- 
lenged the expansion of Rome in the 
East. Tigranes’ coins show him wear- 
ing a unique, ornate crown known as

the Armenian tiara, whose origin and 
iconography are shrouded in mystic 
pagan symbolism. The most common 
reverse shows the famous statue of 
Tyche at Antioch. 

The coins of Artavasdes, Tigranes’ 
son and successor, are just as artistic, 
but much more scarce. Only a few 
drachms and tetradrachms are known 
from this cultured monarch. His sil- 
vers show him with a tiara of some- 
what different design, and a new re- 
verse depicting a quadriga. The coins 
of these kings are inscribed in Greek, 
since the Armenian language did not 
at the time have its own alphabet. 

Following the fall of the Artaxiad 
Dynasty some decades later, Armenia 
became a bone of contention between 
Rome and Parthia. Later, she was oc- 
cupied by Byzantium, the Arabs and 
Iran. These countries often struck

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coins on Armenian territory or made 
references to Armenia in the inscrip- 
tion or design. Fhe Byzantine series 
includes a large number of coins at- 
tributed to Byzantine emperors of 
Armenian descent. A rare 10th-cen- 
tury coin, Byzantine in styling but in- 
scribed in Armenian and attributed to 
a minor king of nonhern Armenia, is 
regarded as the earliest coin using 
Armenian characters. 

Armenians fleeing the 1 Ith-century 
Turkish invasions established them- 
selves in the mountains of Cilicia, 
gradually becoming the rulers of a 
polyglot nation that confirmed the 
Armenian reputation for commercial 
genius. Cilician Armenia was soon 
to play a notable role in providing 
the Crusaders with arms and provi- 
sions. Cilician anists excelled in man- 
uscript illumination, builders created 


an extremely effective military archi- 
tecture, and writers actively explored 
the fields of law, medicine, poetry 
and history. 

Beginning collectors will find the 
coins of Cilician Armenia easy to 
locate, interesting to study, and inex- 
pensive to acquire. The bronze pieces 
of the barony (1080-1198) and the 
Cilician gold pieces are extremely 
rare, but both the silver and bronze 
coins of the royal period (1 198-1 375) 
are readily available in good condi- 
tion and at modest cost. 

Among the noteworthy collectable 
types are silver double trams, half dou- 
ble trams, coronation trams, standard 
trams and bronze tanks of Levon I 
(1 198-1219), the first crowned king. It 
was Levon who, by extending special 
privileges to European traders, turned 
Cilicia’s seaports into bustling cosmo-

In modern times, Arme- 
nians have issued paper tokens and 
bank notes, as well as artistic medal- 
lions commemorating their heritage. 
Paper tokens dating from the late 
Ottoman period were used as small 
change in Armenian churches. An 
extensive series of bank notes cov- 
ering the period 1918-24 includes 
some extremely desirable artistic vari- 
eties issued by the Armenian Re- 
public. Gold, silver and bronze me- 
dallions commemorating milestones 
of Armenian history and culture, 
notably the Armenian church and the 


1915 genocide, have been struck in 
recent decades. 

No survey of Armenia’s numis- 
matic heritage would be complete 
without mention of those indefat- 
igable scholars who have devoted 
their efforts to revealing it for the rest 
of us. In the United States, the many 
books and articles of Dr. Paul Be- 
doukian and Yeghia Nercessian have 
helped make the subject more acces- 
sible to all; both of these gentlemen 
have, by their encouragement and 
assistance, aided me immeasurably in 
my own studies. In Soviet Armenia, 
the investigations of staff members at 
the State History Museum, particu- 
larly Dr. Khatchadour Mousheghian, 
Henry Sarkissian and Margo Gara- 
bedian, deserve particular mention. 

Professor Lang, quoted at the begin- 
ning of this anicle, believes that Ar- 
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menia’s “contribution to human civi- 
lization is out of all proportion to its 
numerical strength.’’ The numismatic 
heritage, which is but one aspect of 
that contribution, provides us with a 
window into the past that can help us 
better understand the present. •

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Counterfeit 1873 Cent Surfaces 


A very deceptive counterfeit 
187 3 Indian Head cent re- 
cently was received by the 
ANA Certification Service. The piece 
is commonly referred to as a “Bay 
Area counterfeit” because similar 
counterfeits of various coins have 
been discovered in the San Francisco 
Bay region. 

Bay Area counterfeits are seen with 
some regularity and have been fea- 
tured in previous Certification Service 
columns. However, one factor distin- 
guishes this piece from others exam- 
ined by AN ACS: instead of having a 
glossy, chocolate color and the overall 
look of a burnished copper coin.

played by Bay Area counterfeits, 
makes this piece tough to spot unless 
you are familiar with its diagnostics. 

The reverse shows a depression to 
the left of the left tip of the upper por- 
tion of the shield, a diagnostic common 
to other Bay Area counterfeit Indian 
Head cents. For economy, the coun- 
terfeiters used a common reverse die 
for some, but not all, of their counter- 
feit coins. 

On the obverse of this 1873 coun- 
terfeit cent, rim spikes appear above the 
U and N of UNITED and the M and 
E of AMERICA. The edge of the piece 
is sharp and squared off, much like a 
proof coin. This easily seen feature is 
a diagnostic of many counterfeits of

in all payments at their nominal val- 
ue, that silver coin shall be a legal 
tender not exceeding $10, that minor 
coins shall not be a legal tender ex- 
ceeding 25 cents in any one payment, 
and that United States notes shall be 
lawful money without limitation. 

That the government itself took 
pains to distinguish between types of 
paper currency issued by the Treas- 
ury Department is evident in an opin- 
ion expressed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral in 1894, in which he advised the 
Secretary of the Treasury that “silver 
certificates are just what they purport 
to be on their face and by their 
terms— that is, they attest the fact that 
the United States has on deposit so 
many silver dollars which will be paid 


to the holder upon presentation and 
surrender of such certificates. If they 
can be regarded as money at all it is 
only because the United States agrees 
to receive them ... In my opinion, 
they are not ‘lawful money’ within 
the meaning of the statutes ...” 

Not all United States coin was legal 
tender either. In 1886 an issue arose 
concerning the refusal of a trade 
dollar exchange for silver certificates. 
The President was advised by the At- 
torney General that “it would seem 
clear that it was the purpose of Con- 
gress by this law to deny to some 
description or descriptions of dollar 
previously authorized the quality of 
being legal tender for public and 
private dues.” He went on to explain 
that “if the power of Congress to 
legislate on the currency does not ex- 
tend to declaring that a given descrip- 


tion of money already in circulation 
shall cease to be legal tender for 
public dues, it must be in virtue of 
some express or implied limitation 
of the Constitution. It is clear that 
no such limitation exists ...” (empha- 
sis added). 

A considerable number of events in 
currency law have transpired in the 
succeeding hundred years. At present. 
Legal Tender Statutes of the United 
States are found in 31 USC Sec. 
5103. The seminal House Report 
No. 97-651, issued at the time of the 
recodification of Title 3 1 , indicates 
that the legal tender provisions re- 
ferred to in the Revised Statutes are 
“superceded. Provided that various 
coins and currencies are legal tender, 
superceded by [Sec.] 5103 of the 
Revised Title that provides that 
United States government coins and 
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currency are legal tender.” 

In fact, Public Law 97-258 (ap- 
proved September 1 3, 1982) states in 
Sec. 4(a) that the purpose of the law 
is to ‘‘restate, without substantive 
change, laws enacted before April 16, 
1982, that were replaced by those 
sections. Those sections may not be 
construed as making a substantive 
change in the laws replaced.” 

Thus, the original sections of the 
Revised Statutes as cited above re- 
main in effect, as do the interpreta- 
tions of a century earlier by the At- 
torney General. In 1881 Attorney 
General MacVeagh, in an opinion to 
Treasury Secretary Windom about 
the redemption of National Bank 
notes, states succinctly, ‘‘The Gov- 
ernment notes are promises to pay in 
dollars; for such promises, the thing 
promised may properly be substituted 


by the promisor.” 

A century later. Treasury Secretary 
Simon recognized the possibility of 
eliminating the dollar bill and substi- 
tuting a small-size dollar coin, with 
each remaining legal tender, even if 
not issued. Since both are legal ten- 
der, each could be used in substitu- 
tion for the other, with a person who 
refused to accept either tender doing 
so at his peril. 

A Gold Commission report to 
Congress in 1982 notes that ‘‘mone- 
tary freedom ends where legal tender 
laws begin,” and goes on to reiterate 
the origins mentioned earlier in this 
article. The opinion of the Office of 
General Counsel of the Treasury 
Department in January 1982, fea- 
tured in the same report, is particu- 
larly telling, for it expresses the view 
that ‘‘if a contract does not specify the 


medium of payment required, the 
obligation may be fulfilled by tender- 
ing payment in the required sum 
in any ‘coin and currency of the 
United States.’ ” 

Thus, the courts can hold that a 
railroad company can, for example, 
require passengers to pay fares in 
nickels rather than 1-cent pieces when 
fare machines accept only nickels. But 
there is one important caveat: if the 
railroad company rejects payment in 
1-cent pieces, it is required to pro- 
vide an on-site, legal-tender substi- 
tute, as was the case in Martin v. 
Rhode Island Co. 

However, the opinion of the Treas- 
ury Department’s General Counsel 
notes that ‘‘this outcome does not 
change if a contract specifies only that 
payment be made in ‘dollars’; a 
creditor may not subsequently re- 
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quire that payment be made in any 
particular coin or currency.” 

A distinction must be drawn in the 
Rhode Island Company case, since it 
was incorrectly interpreted in the 
Nemser case at the trial court level, 
which considered the Rhode Island 
case for the proposition that there 
were ‘‘reasonable regulations . . . 
known to the Plaintiff governing the 
manner of the payment of fares.” 

A better view is found later in the 
case when it interprets the Legal 
Tender Statutes. The Court main- 
tained that ‘‘in view of the fact that 
the conductor has not refused the five 
separate cents on the ground that 
their purchasing power is not equiva- 
lent to a nickel, and not sufficient for 
payment of a fare, but, on the con- 
trary, is willing to and does in fact 
accept them and tenders a nickel in 


exchange therefore, we are satisfied 
that there is no such refusal to accept 
the money in payment of a fare on 
the part of the conductor as con- 
stitutes a violation of the Legal Ten- 
der Statute.” 

This is, in fact, the essence of the 
claim Nemser made and the Court re- 
jected. If Nemser had tendered a 
dollar to the bus driver, and the bus 
driver had given him four quarters or 
a token, the Legal Tender Statutes 
would have been satisfied. Instead, 
the bus driver declined Nemser’s $1 
bill, though he would have accepted 
four quarters, a token or a variety of 
other monies. This is, without ques- 
tion, a violation of the Legal Tender 
Statutes and their long history. 

Westerfield’s Money, Credit and 
Banking, published in 1938, explicitly 
maintains that ‘‘quite the world over. 


coinage is vested in the state.” The 
author goes on to say that ‘‘if a debtor 
offers a legal tender in settlement of 
his debt, the creditor is obliged to ac- 
cept this or receive nothing; the debt 
will not be cancelled by the creditor’s 
refusal to accept duly offered legal 
tender, but it will be outlawed by the 
statute of limitations, if the creditor 
persists in his refusal to take the legal 
tender offered; moreover, the credi- 
tor will be estopped from recover- 
ing damage from the debtor for non- 
payment ... A legal tender quality 
may be defined in law as to its ex- 
tent, that is, may be full and un- 
limited or limited.” 

Truth be told, if the Legal Tender 
Statutes ought to be buried and for- 
gotten in the name of convenience, 
modernity or any other factor that 
continued on page 322

CURATOR’S CORNER 

Eisenhower Dollar 
Galvanoes Added to 
Museum Collection 

Our feature for this month is an in- 
teresting and important acquisition re- 
cently received by the Museum as a 
donation from ANA Governor David 
L. Ganz. It consists of a pair of gal- 
vanoes of the obverse and reverse of 
the United States Eisenhower dollar, 
with the date 1970— the year before 
the actual issue of the Ike dollars— 
shown on the obverse. 

Galvanoes are metal shells produced 
by subjecting prepared plaster models 
to electrolytic reduction. Usually they 
are positive (relieO images, as in the 
case of the Museum’s Eisenhower dol- 
lar galvanoes, resulting from the im- 
mersion of negative (intaglio) plasters 
in an electrolysis tank. Often an attrac- 
tive form of medallic sculpture in 
themselves, galvanoes also represent an 
important functional step in the pro- 
duaion of coins or medals since, unlike 
the artist’s original plaster models, they 
can be mounted on a reduaion engrav- 
ing lathe and used to prepare a die or 
hub for the minting process. 

The ANA’s Eisenhower dollar gal- 
vanoes— fine examples of U.S. Mint 
technology and artistry— are of great 
value to the Museum because of their 
rarity and handsome appearance, and 
also because they add significantly to 
the Museum’s interpretive programs. 
They will make an addition to the re- 
markable “Hall of Nations’’ gallery — 
the world’s first numismatic exhibition 
designed as a tactile gallery for the 
visually impaired. 

The Eisenhower dollar is a particu- 
larly appropriate coin to represent the 
United States in the ANA’s Hall of 
Nations. Designed by former Chief 
Sculptor-Engraver of the U.S. Mint 



Pattern galvanoes of the United States 
Eisenhower dollar, dated 1970, recently 
were donated to the Museum by ANA 
Governor David Ganz. The obverse 
measures 23.4cm in diameter, the re- 
verse, 22.8cm. (ANA Museum Accession 
Nos. 1989.101. 1 and I989.I0I.2) 

Frank Gasparro, the coin presents on 
its obverse the portrait of a 20th cen- 
tury hero— Dwight David Eisenhower, 
our 34th President and commander of 
the Allied forces in Europe during 
World War II— and on its reverse a 
commemoration of man’s first landing 
on the Moon— a depiction of an eagle 
alighting on the lunar surface, with the 
planet Earth visible in the sky beyond. 

The Internal Revenue Service has 
formally determined that the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association is a tax- 
exempt organization under Section 
50 1(c) 3 of the Internal Revenue Code. 
Therefore, all donations — both of cash 
and of material with established “fair 
market value’’— qualify as charitable 
contributions for income tax purposes.

pertains to the current use of money, 
Congress ought to do so, not a court 
searching for distinctions. It is unfair, 
illegal and probably unconstitutional 
to simply dismiss the legal tender laws 
as “ludicrous,” as the lower court has 
done. For an appellate court to 
decline review, as did New York’s, is 
worse than merely erroneous— it is 
wrong and ignores a century of his- 
tory to the contrary. 

If the New York City Transit Au- 
thority can prevent the tender of 
dollar bills, it can prevent the tender 
of half dollars, quarters or any other 
money. Merchants could refuse to 
accept bills and, instead, accept only 
gold or silver coin that fits the price 
they are asking. Or, merchants could 
accept only subway tokens as pay- 
ment. The list is endless, and, indeed, 
the results ludicrous. 

In its September 12, 1989, denial 
of leave to appeal, the New York 
Court of Appeals essentially deter- 
mined that the Nemser case was cor- 
rectly determined by the lower 
courts. Without action by the govern- 
ment (either the executive or legis- 
lative branches) or another aggrieved 
party who finds sufficient constitu- 
tional standing to bring claim, Amer- 
ica’s legal tender laws, at least in New 
York, will be overturned, and more 
than a century of history will be 
wiped off the boards in the process.*

Ten thousand American Eagle silver 
dollars are being given away in the 
“Great American Silverstakes” by 
Hershey Foods Corporation of Her- 
shey, Pennsylvania. The famous candy 
maker is awarding 50 of the 1 -ounce 
silver pieces each day until July 19. The 
entry form on the inside wrapper of 
Hershey chocolate bars states the coins 
are “mint-condition,” but indicates 
nothing about third-party certification 
of that grade.
